ISLANDS FOR PANAMA FORT. 


United -States Acquires Four In Pa- 
cific for Canal Purposes, 


Special Cable to THe New York Times. 

COLON, Republic of Panama, Aug; 
28.—The United States has increased 
its possessions by the purchase of four 
islands in the Pacific—Flamenco, Cu- 
febra, Naos, and Perico. The negotia- 
tions, conducted through the Isthmian 
Canal Commission, have extended over 
a period of three years. They lie in 
Panama Bay, and were the joint prop- 
erty of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company and the Panama Ratiroad. 
The United States already owned ‘all 
the stock in the latter company. 

The islands will be used in’ conhec- 
tion with the construction of the great 
embankment designed to protest the 
Pacific Coast terminus of the Panama 
Canal. They were bought fron? Colom- 
bia fifty-seven years ago. The pur- 
chase pricé was to be $30,000, but. the 
railroad company, not building its pro- 
posed oversea line to them, was com- 
pelied to pay $300,000 for its half in- 
terest.

Postal Authorities Say Pasters on En- 
velopes Cause Confusion. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28,—SHerious. in- 
convenience in handling the mails from 
particular localities is being experienced 
by the postal authorities on account of 
general use of adhesive stamps other than 
United States postage stamps. The prob- 
lem is 60 serious that it was recently de- 
cided by” Postmaster Genéral Hitcheock 
and Third Assistant. Britt that no stamps 
regerobling United States postage stamps 
may be used on either the obverse or re- 
verse side of mailed envelopes, 

This order vill eliminate from the mails 
j absolutely the Red Cross stamps and the 
McNamara defense fund stamps which 
have. been sold by thousands by labor 
unions throughout the country. There 
has been a protest, but after considering 
the tter, Postmaster General Hitch- 

cock hus decided not to modify his previ- 
ous’ order in any respect. 

In view of the trouble experienced from 
the use of the Red Cross stamps during 
the lust: Christmas holiday period, Mr. 
Hitchcock issued a general order that no 
adhesive stamps éxcept United States 
postage etamps should be attached to the 
address side df a letter cr package.

stamps, Which are authorixed. by the

Mr. Veit’s father ana mother, who was 
a Miss Stobo, had been on an automobile 
trip through the White Mountains, and 
had .reached Greenwich, Conn., on’ their 
way home late yesterday afternoon when 
they were met there with the news of 
their son's death. They drove to the city 
immediately, reaching. Arthur  Veit's 
apartment after dark. Later at his own 
apartment in Seventy-first Street, the fa- 
ther expressed his utter inability to givo 
any reason for what his son had done. 

“He had a good home and a good job,” 
he said, “‘and for the moment, he must 
have been out of his mind.”’ 

Intimates of.the family found it ¢ 
hard to suggest any motive. for the sui- 
cifie. The Arthur Veit household, they 
said, was a \ery happy one, and the de- 
votion between man and wife notable. 
Mrs. Veit, too, was bewiliered, and sh: 
told thefr friends that he had seem 
quite cheerful when he left the house yes- 
iterday morning. One friend advanced the 
theory that, with his mind in temporary 
¢isorder, Arthur Veit had shot hinself in 
Cespair over something that in his normal 
condition, he would have considered quite 
trivial. While it could hardly be said that 
thcre was a morbid strain In young Veit, 
this friend said, he had always taken his 
work, his people and himself with din- 
tense serivusness.

Street; in 
Fifty-ninth Street, from Seventh to Sec- 
ond Avenue; im Sixtieth Street, from Fifth 
to Second Avenue, and in Broadway, 
from. Fourteenth to Forty-second Street; 
in Brooklyn in Ninety-eighth Street. and 
Livonia ‘Avenue; in Nostrand Avenue 
and in Stuyvesant and Utica Avenues; 
between Manhattan and Brooklyn, under- 
river crossings from Old Slip, Manhat- 
tan, to Pineapple Streat, Brooklyn; from 
Whitehall Street Manhattan, to’ Monta- 
gue Street,’ Brooklyn, and from the Bat- 
tery to Atlantic Avenue, Brooklyn.
